And I know an- 
other woman who thinks her hus- 
band is a tightwad because he is 
always talking about her extrava- 
gance and she knows him so little 
that she doesn't understand that he 
wouldn't have her to spend less for 
the world, and is only calling at- 
tention to her finery. 


And I know a couple who bavfc 


been most unhappy together and 
whose marriage has been a failure, 
because they are so little acquaint- 
ed that they do not know that what 
each desires is to be jollied anrf 
flatered and made much of by the 
other. 


The thing that we all crave more 


understood. What a pity that hus- 
bands and wives so seldom really 
than anything else in lite is to be 
get acquainted.

he found this devout Jew troubled

lerri. The king commissioned Ne-tt !|J 
hemiah governor, entrusting 
him !|;| 


with power to' lead an expedition 
there.

Nehemiah was a soldier, a man 


of action, and a man of spiritual 
devotion as well. The great 
spir- 


itual leader in the movement of 
restoration, however, was Ezra. 


Ezra, a revivalist at heart, cham 


pioned the rediscovery 
of 
the 


"Law of the Lord." Through pub- 
lic readings of the Law and organ-<fr | 
ized worship in the Holy 
City, | 


Ezra launched a successful move- 
p 


ment against the indolatry in cer- 65 
tain high places.

It is unfortunate that the 
de- 


tailed achievements of Ezra and 
Neherriiah have not been recorded 
in. a Chronologically clear 
order. 


Through the centuries 
scholars 


have found the two Books difficult 
trf r«fad;-ti«eriuse^of vague

erices to time arid circumstance. 


It is my opinion, however, that 


the first expedition failed. I 
be- 


lieve the later work of Nehemiah 
made reconstruction possible, 
as 


well as the" religious revival and 
the national restoration.

achievements of these great

erg, who accomplished their pur- 
pose' in' spite of delays, enemies, 
and countless frutrations.
